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9. (Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the mass 
of said parent polypeptides and fragments is determined at an 
accuracy in ppm of 5 ppm or greater ppm. 

10. (Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the mass 
of said parent polypeptides and fragments is determined at an 
accuracy in ppm of 10 ppm or greater ppm. 

11. (Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the mass 
of said parent polypeptides and fragments is determined at an 
accuracy in ppm of 100 ppm or greater ppm.

18.. (Amended) The method of claim 13, wherein the 
mass of said parent polypeptides and fragments is determined at 
an accuracy in ppm of greater than 1 ppm. 

19. (Amended) The method of claim 13, wherein the 
mass of said parent polypeptides and fragments is determined at 
an accuracy in ppm of 2.5 ppm or greater ppm.
